GET THE CANDLES READY 



Narberth's Happy Form of Christmas Greeting Has 
Become a Custom 



We hang up garlands everywhere, 
And bid the tapers twinkle fair.

Two years ago — Christmas 1915— 
about three score Narberthites inau- 
gurated ithe candle greeting as an ex- 
pression of neighborliness to the 
passerby. These loyal home town folk 
responded to a suggestion made in 
Our Town by the writer, and the first 
silent salutation took the form of a 
single candle placed in each window 
visible to the street or streets near 
the individual's home. 

In 1916, by actual count, there was 
a minimum of 115 homes which adopt- 
ed' the happy custom. And from the 
simple single candle form the saluta- 
tion gerw into geometric arrangements 
of candles displayed in every window 
of die house. One of the simpler of 
these arrangements was obtained by 
the use of two short candles and one 
tall candle, the tall candle being 
placed in the center and the two short 
candles on either side of the tall one. 
One home (that of Mr. and Mrs. F. 
G. Woodworth, 429 Haverford avenue) 
displayed in every window candles ar- 
ranged in form of a crescent. Vari- 
ous other arrangements showed ver- 
satility among those to whom the 
practice appealed. 

Among those who have consistent- 
ly done much to popularize the candle

Howes, Wright. Krell, Way and 
Shand. 

H. C. Gara usually has had one or 
the simplest, yet most effective of il- 
luminations, which is due to the large 
number of windows visible on one 
side of their house and to the use 



of a large plumber's candle instead 
of the smaller variety of candles usu- 
ally sold lor household use. 

Scarcely a block was without at 
least one candle greeting last year; 
\ most blocks had several and some 
i blocks had no houses that were with- 
1 out some form of the silent salute — 
the sign of "Peace on earth, good will 
to men" and of that true spirit of 
brotherhood which means real dem- 
ocracy; of having unselfish thought 
' for others. 

The candle greeting is a very old 
custom in England, but is used in 
few places in the United States, Bal- 
timore being one of the few large 
cities to consistently repeat the prac- 
tice year after year. 

Xarberth has adopted the greeting 
as its own and each year has found it 
more widely practiced. So let us 
beat least year's record — let. us add 
every newcomer to the list and half 
as many more. Better still, let's see 
to it that every occupied house shows 
at least one candle on the eve of 
December 24. And let's keep them 
burning from 8.30 to midnight. 

Last year many persons toured the 
town to view the illuminations while 
on their way to the several "watch" 
meetings. Do not disappoint these 
persons this year. Get your candles! 
BE PREPARED!

It is an essential part of this Plan that the residents of our 
borough understand it thoroughly. This is particularly im- 
portant in view of the town meeting, which will, in all 
probability, be called immediately after the Christmas holi- 
days. 

Finally, and we make this statement as a warning and 
not as a threat — if the people of this country do not volun- 
tarily solve the food problem, the force of circumstances and 
the power of the Government are going to compel them to 
take whatever action is necessary to the preservation of 
public health. The food problem is not going to solve itself. 
The demand for this country's food products is going to in- 
crease rather than deci*ease. When peace comes there is go- 
ing to be an even greater demand for America's food products. 
Therefore, as a measure of self-preservation, we must solve 
our food problem. The Narberth Plan gives every indication 
of being THE solution from the standpoint of purchasing food 
supplies for the community.

The Xarberth Plan is the name that 
has been given to a carefully and 
thoroughly worked out system for the 
purchase of food supplies under con- 
ditions more economic than at pres- ; 
ent. It is devised to meet, first, the i 
immediate need for war-time concli- j 
tions; second, to anticipate the ac- i 
tion which will inevitably be taken | 
by the Eederal Food Administration ! 
to enforce sane marketing, princi- j 
pies, unless some plan such as this 
is adopted by communities; and third, i 
to develop a permanent plan for the 
most economical method of purchas- 
ing all food supplies. 

The Xarberth Plan is so named be- 
cause a resident of Xarberth. who is 
also an expert in the service of the 
Division of Markets of the Commit- 
tee of Public Safety of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, devised it 
and offers it to the "Year 'Round 
Home Town." If it is not adopteit 
here, it will be adopted elsewhere. If 
it is adopted here it will make Nar- 
berth noted throughout the United 
States as the town where its princi- 
ples were first put in effect. 

The Xarberth Plan is not visionary. 
It is not impractical. It is not ideal- 
istic beyond realization. In these par- 
ticulars it differs from so many other 
plans for lowering the cost, of liv- 
ing, which have been and are being 
tried out in other communities: 

The Xarberth Plan has been submit- 
ted for careful consideration and 
judgment to representatives of all of 
the parties whom it affects and by 
them lias been accepted as the only 
practical plan for lowering the mst 
of living that has so far been sug- 
gested. Two other communities stand 



ready to adopt and inaugurate The 
Xarberth Plan, but they will not have 
the opportunity to do so until Xar- 
berth itself decides upon it. 

The Xarberth Plan recognizes tno 
necessity for the wholesaler and lhe 
retailed in supplying the needs of the 
consumer and seeks to co-ordinate 
the needs of the consumer with the 
abilities and facilities of these two 
sources of supplies. To do this, a 
fourth factor is embraced in the plan 
The bank is called upon to fulfill a 
fundamental banking, function in fi- 
nancing the transactions of the retailer 
with the wholesaler acting as the 
guarantor for a clientele of consumers 
whose individual credits are protect- 
ed for the retailer in his buying op- 
erations with the wholesaler. Cash or 
a demand note amounting only to a. 
moderate sum for each consumer, and 
deposited with the hank, makes this 
possible. Two of the leading banks 
in Philadelphia have passed upon the 
soundness of this plan from a bank- 
ing point of view. 

The Xarberth Plan, therefore, is 
one which may be termed a "four- 
! square" plan. It deals with the con- 
| sumer, the retailer, the wholesaler 
land the bank. It differs from all pre- 
viously devised plans in that it pro- 
jects all of the parties to it and thus. 
;to that extent at least, becomes less 
'of a selfish project and more of a 
[community project. It is the only plan 
j which gives the retailer an assured 
j "square deal" and at the same time 
[guarantees to the consumer lower 
prices, better quality and improved 
service.

A modification of War Department 
orders permits the enlistment of 
drafted men in the army or navy until 
December 15. The new ruling reads: 

"Any registrant, even though he has 
been called by his local board to re- 
port for physical examination, may 
enlist until December 15, upon presen- 
tation to recruiting officer of a cer- 
tificate from his local board that he 
will not be needed 1 to fill any deferred 
quota of the board." 

There has> been a big increase in 
enlistments since this ruling was an- 
nounced. 

The navy has issued a call for 
medical and dental students to enlist 
in the National Medical Reserve Corps. 
The opportunity is limited and is 
open only until December 15. Students 
accepted in this branch of the service, 
it is stated, will not be called into 
active service before graduation, ex 
eept under extraordinary circum- 
stances. The students may, however, 
be called upon for a period of special 
training during their vacation. No 
commissions are guaranteed, but it is 
desired to enroll a force from whicn 
future commissioned officers may be 
drawn after intensive training in the 
service. Recruiting headquarters for 
this branch of the service are at the 
Naval Home. Twenty-fourth and 
Gray's Ferry road.

To the Editor of Our Town: — 
I If we had no fire company in Nar- 
J berth, we would have little or no fire 
protection and would pay much high- 
| er insurance rates. The expenses of 
our fire organization are not paid by 
the borough, but by seventy-five live 
' residents, who pay the annual mem- 
bership dues of $3. Everybody else 
gets the protection and the low rates 
just the same, but pay nothing for 
these benefits. A fire department is 
not run for nothing and in our case 
the income does not equal the ex- 
penses. Any man who does not con- 
tribute his share would feel mighty 
ashamed if his home required the fire 
company's services. There is one par- 
cel of twenty odd houses in the bor- 
ough owned by non-residents. These 
houses are protected like yours and 
mine and enjoy the same low insur- 
ance rates, yet pay nothing for the 
privilege. On the other hand, you, 
and several others like you, own but 
one house and, under the present ab- 
surd scheme of things, pay for the 
protection of the cheap individuals 
who evade their dues and permit 
otbers to pay their bills. The only 
remedy is to make each property in 
Narberth pay its share by taxing it 
Then the man who owns a house 
would pay his share and the man who 
owns ten houses would pay ten times 
as much. In this way there would 
be an equitable distribution of the 
expense wliich would not be heavy in 
any case when so spread out. 

It is said that there are legal ob- 
stacles to such a method of support- 
ing the fire company. If there are, 
a way Certainly can be found to over- 
come them. "Where there's a will, 
there's a way." If one of our new 
councilman will interest himself in 
this matter and push it to a success- 
ful conclusion, there will be some 
justification for his election, even if 
he doesn't accomplish another thing 
during his whole tenure of office. 
Don't let them say that Narberth is 
too stingy to properly support its fire 
company. Make the slackers pay! 

Doesn't seem as tho' Santa could 
have much to do this year, judging by 
the comments on the Xmas question 
that one hears. Good chance to join 
the S. P. I T . G. and stay joined. What 
a Godsend for poor father, if every- 
body conies to his or her senses on 
this Christmas present stuff.
